drates and fat, but is deficient in 
crude protein and mineral matter. 
The result of these experiments has 
made it clear that it is necessary to 
feed a ration composed of many dif­ 
ferent ingredients. 
It is easy for a farmer to delude 
himself that the feed which be bas on 
band or that he can buy the cheapest 
will make him more money when fed 
to hogs than to buy the nutrients

Must Use Circulars Carefully. 
Form letters, circulars or cards sent 
to a selected list of persons have been 
suggested often as m eans of obtaining 
i custom ers for produce by parcel post. 
T h e cost of obtaining custom ers by 
circularizing is often great, and unless 
the nam es of persons to whom the cir- • 
culars are sent a re selected very care­ 
fully this m ethod of obtaining cus- I 
turners cannot be especially 
recom- I 
mended. 
C ustom ers m ay be obtained by m ak­ 
ing a personal canvass in a selected 
neighborhood in a city. T he neighbor­ 
hood should be one which is not sup­ 
plied w ith a great m any m arkets or 
green grocery stores in order th a t the 
com petition m ay not be as keen as it 
would be in a neighborhood th a t has 
excellent m a rk etin g facilities. 
A su­ 
burban district of homes with good in­ 
com es offers a good field in which to 
solicit trade. 
In m any such districts 
th e delivery service of the groceries is 
not as satisfactory as in th e city. 
lf a producer’s farm is on or near 
a 
m uch-traveled road an 
attractiv e 
farm bulletin board placed conspicu­ 
ously n ear the road is a help to both 
producer and consum er 
in 
m aking 
business contact. 
M any city dwellers 
now travel fa r out into the country by 
autom obile, and this fact can be turned 
to account in securing custom ers by 
using a bulletin board. T his method 
will be especially useful on clean. well­ 
kept farm s. 
T he statem en ts on the 
board should give the articles for sale, 
together with their prices, delivered to 
tho purchaser’s door by parcel post, 
and the main item s should be in le tter­ 
ing large enough to be read quickly.
